day as it insisted that a U.N. 
Security Council resolution

The main Syrian opposi¬ 
tion coalition, meanwhile, 
urged the international 
community to take swift 
action against the regime 
of President Bashar Assad 
in response to a U.N. find¬ 
ing that the nerve agent 
sarin was used in a deadly 
attack near the capital last 
month. 

Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov said his 
country “spoke clearly” 
about rejecting the use of 
force when the chemical 
weapons agreement was 
worked out Saturday in 
Geneva between Wash¬ 
ington and Moscow. The 
plan calls for an inventory 
of Syria’s chemical weap¬ 
ons within a week, with all 
components of the pro¬ 
gram out of the country or 
destroyed by mid-2014.

WASHINGTON - The former 
Navy reservist who killed 12 
people in a shooting ram¬ 
page at the Washington 
Navy Yard on Monday had 
exhibited signs of mental 
illness dating back more 
than a decade, including a 
recent episode in which he 
complained about hearing 
voices and of people send¬ 
ing “vibrations to his body" 
to prevent him from sleep¬ 
ing, law enforcement offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday. 

Only a month ago, the 
gunman, Aaron Alexis, 34, 
was suffering from halluci¬ 
nations so severe that he 
called the Newport Police 
Department in Rhode Is¬ 
land where he told officers 
he was on business. 


When officers came to his 
hotel room on Aug. 7 at 6 
a.m., Alexis told them that 
he had gotten into an ar¬ 
gument with someone at 
an airport in Virginia. He 
said the person he had ar¬ 
gued with “had sent three 
people to follow him and 
to keep him awake by talk¬ 
ing to him and sending vi¬ 
brations to his body” via a 
microwave machine, ac¬ 
cording to a police report. 
Alexis had moved to three 
different hotels in a single 
night to elude strange 
voices and people he be¬ 
lieved were sending the 
microwave vibrations. At 
a hotel at a nearby naval 
base, Alexis told the police 
that he had heard “voices 
speaking to him through 
the wall, flooring and ceil¬ 
ing,” said Lt. William Fitzger¬ 
ald of the Newport police. 


Alexis told officers that he 
“had never felt anything 
like this before," and that 
“he was worried these peo¬ 
ple were going to harm 
him,” Fitzgerald said. 

“He said he never had a 
history of mental illness,” 
Fitzgerald said. 

The police told Alexis to 
stay away from the indi¬ 
viduals he believed were 
following him. 

“No further action was re¬ 
quired," Fitzgerald said 
in a telephone interview 
Tuesday, reading from the 
police report. Still such in¬ 
cidents seemed to be part 
of a pattern. One official, 
speaking on the condition 
of anonymity because of 
the continuing investiga¬ 
tion, said that Alexis had 
been exhibiting symptoms 
of menfal illness since at 
least his early 20s, before 


he joined the naval reserve 
and then went on to be a 
military contractor. The of¬ 
ficial said Alexis has been 
described by people who 
knew him as paranoid and 
delusional. If is not clear 
whether Alexis sought med¬ 
ical treatment. 

On Monday, Alexis entered 
the Navy Yard, a secure mil¬ 
itary facility near the Capi¬ 
tol, killing at least 12 people 
before he was fatally shot 
by the authorities. The po¬ 
lice say Alexis acted alone. 
President Barack Obama 
on Tuesday directed the 
Office of Management 
and Budget to “examine 
security standards for em¬ 
ployees and contractors 
across federal agencies,” 
said Jay Carney, the White 
House press secretary.

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AP survey: 

Sluggish global economic recovery ahead

WASHINGTON (AP) — A ro¬ 
bust recovery for the global 
economy remains well out 
of reach. 

That's the view that emerg¬ 
es from a survey of econo¬ 
mists just as the Federal Re¬ 
serve is expected this week 
to reduce its stimulus for the 
U.S. economy. 

Europe has finally emerged 
from recession. Japan is 
growing after two decades 
of stagnation. And the 
United States is trudging 
ahead. Yet an Associated 


Press survey of more than 
two dozen economists sug¬ 
gests that global growth 
will remain below full health 
this year and next. 
Persistently weak growth 
would make it harder to re¬ 
solve many of the world’s 
biggest economic chal¬ 
lenges. They include histori¬ 
cally high unemployment 
in Europe, sluggish spend¬ 
ing by consumers and busi¬ 
nesses in the United States, 
heavy government debts 
in Europe and Japan, and 
unstable economies in 
some emerging nations. 
The economists think the 17 
nations that use the euro 
will grow at an annual rate 


barely above 1 percent in 
the second half of 2013 and 
in 2014. From April through 
June, the eurozone eked 
out its first quarterly growth 
after 18 months of contrac¬ 
tion — a 1.2 percent an¬ 
nual rate. No acceleration 
is foreseen in the next year 
and a half. 

The United States and Ja¬ 
pan are expected to fare 
only slightly better. 

The economists think the 
U.S. economy will grow at 
a 2.3 percent annual rate 
in the second half of 2013 
and 2.6 percent in 2014. 


Japan is expected to grow 
2.2 percent next year — far 
weaker than its 3.8 per¬ 
cent growth rate from April 
through June. 

Normally, a healthy ex¬ 
pansion in advanced 
economies produces an¬ 
nual growth of 3 percent 
or better. The United States 
expanded at an average 
pace of 3.25 percent from 
1976 through 2007. But it 
hasn’t grown at a 3 percent 
rate or faster since 2005. 
“Most economies are 
growing so slowly ... you 
don’t know one day from 
the next if it’s getting bet¬ 
ter or getting worse,” said 
Susan Sterne, an economist 


at Economic Analysis Asso¬ 
ciates. 

The AP survey collected 
the views of private, corpo¬ 
rate and academic econ¬ 
omists on a range of issues. 
Among their views: 

— The Fed will start reduc¬ 
ing its $85 billion in monthly 
bond purchases after its 
latest policy meeting ends 
Wednesday. The initial cut 
in purchases will be small 

— $10 billion a month. The 
Fed’s bond purchases 
have been intended to 
keep long-term loan rates 
low to induce people to

borrow and spend. Though 
U.S. hiring and growth re¬ 
main soft, some Fed offi¬ 
cials don't think the bond 
purchases are doing much 
good anymore. 

— “Tapering,” as the Fed’s 
expected pullback in bond 
purchases has come to be 
known, won't significantly 
disrupt the U.S. stock and 
bond markets. “That’s be¬ 
cause it's been so well- 
telegraphed,” said Jerry 
Webman, chief economist 
at OppenheimerFunds. In¬ 
vestors have already driven 
up the yield on the 10-year 
Treasury bond about 1.2 
percentage points beyond 
its level in late May, when 


Chairman Ben Bernanke 
first suggested that the Fed 
could slow its purchases by 
year's end. 

— The biggest obstacles 
to faster U.S. growth vary 

— from tepid job and 
pay growth to the linger¬ 
ing squeeze from a Social 
Security tax increase and 
government spending cuts 
to doubts about whether 
Congress will raise the gov¬ 
ernment's borrowing cap. 
If the cap isn't raised, the 
United States could de¬ 
fault on its debt by mid- 
October. That would risk a 
downgrade of U.S. credit. 

— The U.S. unemployment 
rate won’t return to a range 
associated with a healthy 
economy — roughly 5 per¬ 
cent to 6 percent — be¬ 
fore 2015 and perhaps not 
until 2016 or later. The rate 
is now 7.3 percent. It rose 
as high as 10 percent dur¬ 
ing the recession and has 
been falling steadily. But 
the rate has been falling, 
in large part, for a discour¬ 
aging reason: More people 
have stopped looking for 
work. Once people without 
a job stop looking for one, 
the government no lon¬ 
ger counts them as unem¬ 
ployed. 

— Congress should not in¬ 
crease the federal mini¬ 
mum wage of $7.25 an 
hour. Some economists 
warn that a higher mini¬ 
mum wage could lead 
some employers to hold 
back on hiring lower-wage 
workers. That could esca¬ 
late unemployment, they 
say. The economists’ dim 
outlook for the recovery in 
many advanced econo¬ 
mies coincides with a slow¬ 
down in some key emerg¬ 
ing economies after years 
of powerful growth. 

China's growth, for exam¬ 
ple, slowed in the second 
quarter to 7.5 percent — 
explosive by the standards 
of developed countries but 
the slowest pace for China 
in two decades. The econ¬ 
omists surveyed by the 
AP foresee little change 
through 2014. 

The economists note that 
aging populations may be 
holding back growth in Ja¬ 
pan and EuropeO 


Brazil leader 
postpones US 
trip on spying

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 
Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff on Tuesday post¬ 
poned a state visit to the 
U.S. to protest an Ameri¬ 
can spy program that has 
aggressively targeted the 
Latin American nation's 
government and private 
citizens alike. 

Rousseff was to be honored 
with a state dinner next 
month, an event meant 
to highlight strengthening 
ties between the Western 
Hemisphere’s two biggest 
nations. 

Instead, revelations of the 
National Security Agency’s 
spy program and Rous- 
seff's dissatisfaction with 
the U.S. response to ques¬ 
tions about the espionage 
made it impossible to con¬ 
tinue with that trip for now, 
her office said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“Given the proximity of 
the scheduled state visit 
to Washington and in the 
absence of a timely in¬ 
vestigation ... there aren't 
conditions for this trip to 
be made," the state¬ 
ment read. “The Brazilian 
government is confident 
that when the question 
is settled in an adequate 
manner, the state visit can 
quickly occur.” 

The decision comes after 
a series of reports on Bra¬ 
zil’s Globo TV gave details 
about the NSA program's 
efforts in Brazil. 

American journalist Glenn 
Greenwald, who is based 
in Rio de Janeiro and broke 
the story of the NSA espio¬ 
nage program after ob¬ 
taining leaked documents 
from Edward Snowden, 
has worked with Globo on 
its reports. 

They have included revela¬ 
tions that Rousseff's com¬ 
munications with aides 
were intercepted, that the 
NSA hacked the comput¬ 
er network of state-run oil 
company Petrobras, and 
that the NSA scooped up 
data on billions of emails 
and telephone calls flow¬ 
ing through Brazil, an im¬ 
portant hub for trans-Atlan¬ 
tic fiber optic cables.Q

Emergency 
calls decline 
in Colorado

HYGIENE, Colorado (AP) 

— Colorado rescue crews 
said Tuesday that emer¬ 
gency calls were dropping 
after they rescued hun¬ 
dreds more people strand¬ 
ed by floodwaters. 

State officials reported 
six flood-related deaths, 
plus two women missing 
and presumed dead. The 
number was expected 
to increase. It could take 
weeks or even months to 
search through flooded ar¬ 
eas looking for people who 
died. 

Hundreds were still miss¬ 
ing, but that number has 
been decreasing, with the 
state’s latest count be¬ 
low 650 people. Officials 
hoped the number of miss¬ 
ing would continue declin¬ 
ing as the stranded get in 
touch with families. 

By Tuesday, the number 
of emergency airlifts was 
tapering off and helicop¬ 
ter crews methodically 
searched for those who still 
need help in the areas that 
remained inaccessible by 
ground. More than 2,300 
people and 850 pets have 
been airlifted to safety by 
Tuesday, according to the 
Colorado National Guard. 
“They've kind of transi¬ 
tioned from that initial re¬ 
sponse to going into more 
of a grid search,” Colora¬ 
do National Guard Lt. Skye 
Robinson said. 

Residents of Hygiene, a 
small community east 
of the Rocky Mountain 
foothills, returned home 
Monday to find homes 
destroyed and mud blan¬ 
keting roads. The St. Vrain 
Creek left trucks in ditches 
and carried items as far as 
2 miles (3 kilometers) down¬ 
stream. 

“My own slice of heav¬ 
en, and it’s gone,” Bill 
Marquedt said of his home. 
Residents set to sweep¬ 
ing, shoveling and rinsing, 
but the rebuilding task was 
overwhelming. 

“What now? We don’t 
even know where to

$87,000 repairing sform 
damage and had nof re¬ 
ceived any payments from 
the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency or 
any other source to offset 
those costs. 

“The money has to come 
like really, really fast” to 
save the businesses that 
burned, Raley said. “If 
you miss a season, you're 
done." □

“This is clearly a matter the 
president believes - and 
has believed - merits re¬ 
view,” Carney said.

The shotgun had 
been bought legally in Vir¬ 
ginia, said Valerie Parlave, 
assistant director of the 
FBI’s Washington office. 
Navy officials said that al¬ 
though he had exhibited a 
“pattern of misbehavior," 
which included insubordi¬ 
nation and unauthorized 
absences, Alexis was given 
an honorable discharge 
from the military in January 
2011 after he had applied 
for an early discharge un-

Those issues had led the 
Navy to consider forcing 
Alexis out of the service 
with a less than honorable 
discharge, a law enforce¬ 
ment official said Tuesday. 
Investigators searching for 
a motive for fhe rampage 
that shut down a portion 
of Washington on Monday 
said people had begun 
noticing Alexis’ potential 
mental health problems 
around the time of fhe 
Sepf. 11, 2001, terrorist at¬ 
tacks. Alexis’ father has 
told the authorities that his 
son had been among the 
first responders at the World 
Trade Center and that he 
believed that Alexis suf¬ 
fered from post-traumatic 
stress and had difficulty 
controlling his anger. 

It was not known whether 
he was involved in any res¬ 
cue effort. But he was a 
part-time clerical worker 
nearby at the Borough 
of Manhaffan Commu¬ 
nity College from February 
2001 unfil February 2003, 
according to college re¬ 
cords. 

Alexis had been arrested 
at least three times during 
the past decade by civil¬ 
ian authorities, twice for 
weapons violations. 
According to the report, 
Alexis had been arrested 
for shooting the rear tires 
of another man's vehicle 
with a .45-caliber pistol be¬ 


fore firing a shot into the 
air. Alexis described the in¬ 
cident to detectives as an 
anger-fueled “blackout,” 
according to the report. 
Alexis had also been ar¬ 
rested in Fort Worth, Texas, 
in 2010 for discharging a 
firearm after an upstairs 
neighbor said he had con¬ 
fronted her in the park¬ 
ing lot about making too 
much noise, according to 
a Fort Worth police report. 
In 2008, he had been ar¬ 
rested outside Atlanta for 
disorderly conduct relat¬ 
ed to a dispute inside a 
nightclub, according to a 
police report from DeKalb 
Counfy. No weapon was 
involved in that incident, 
according to the police. 
The mass shooting Monday 
led the authorities to lock 
down part of the nation's 
capital shortly after the 
chaos at the Washington 
Navy Yard began around 
8 a.m. 

Pentagon officials con¬ 
firmed fhaf the Defense 
Department Inspector 
General's office had been 
conducting an audit of ac¬ 
cess procedures and safe¬ 
ty at the Navy Yard. The 
audit, first reported by Time 
magazine, is due to be re¬ 
leased in the next several 
weeks. 

Senior Pentagon officials 
said Tuesday that Defense 
Secretary Chuck Flagel 
intended to order a re¬ 
view of physical security 
and access at all Defense 
Department installations 
around the world.

McALLEN, Texas (AP) — A 
widely anticipated federal 
report released Tuesday on 
excessive force among U.S. 
border agents contained 
little discussion of use-of- 
force policies, but recom¬ 
mended improvements to 
training and the tracking of 
such allegations. 

The report’s biggest revela¬ 
tion may have been that 
the Department of Home¬ 
land Security’s Office of 
Inspector General could 
not come up with a tally 
of excessive force allega¬ 
tions against Border Patrol 
agents and customs offi¬ 
cers because the agency's 
databases do not allow 
them to be categorized 
that way. 

The report was requested 
last year by 16 members 
of Congress concerned 
with the case of 42-year- 
old Anastasio Hernan¬ 
dez, who died after being 
shocked several times with 
a stun gun at San Diego’s 
San Ysidro border cross¬ 
ing in May 2010. The letter 
lawmakers sent requesting 
the review said, “we are 
also concerned that this 
incident is simply part of a 
larger cultural problem at 
the Department.” 

The Justice Department's 
investigation into his death 
—one of at least 19 deaths 
since 2010 that the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union 
attributes to U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection — 
continues. 

Two of the lawmakers who 
requested the review, 
U.S. Rep. Raul Grijalva of 
Arizona and Sen.

Menendez of New Jersey, 
said Tuesday the report did 
not go far enough. 

Grijalva called the incom¬ 
plete records of allegations 
“deeply disturbing” and 
said he planned to pursue 
redacted portions. “We 
expected much more con¬ 
tent. We expected a deep¬ 
er look into it,” he said. 

The ACLU similarly called 
the report a good first step, 
but said more was expect¬ 
ed. CBP also has faced 
fierce criticism for policies 
that allow agents to re¬ 
spond to rock throwers with 
deadly force, a response 
CBP says is justified by the 
danger. Eight people have 
been killed by Border Pa¬ 
trol agents in rock throw¬ 
ing incidents since 2010, 
according to the ACLU. 
And the report found fhaf 
of 185 rock assaults in fiscal 
2012, agents responded 
with firearms 12 percent of 
the time. 

Shawn Moran, vice presi¬ 
dent of the National Border 
Patrol Council, a union rep¬ 
resenting agents, said they 
are satisfied wifh the agen¬ 
cy's use-of-force training. 
“We feel that the training is 
top notch for use of force 
and our agenfs use if reluc¬ 
tantly,” Moran said. 

CBP began its own internal 
review of deadly force inci¬ 
dents in November, in ad¬ 
dition to an independent 
review contracted to the 
Police Executive Research 
Forum. Specific references 
to the findings of bofh were 
redacted from Tuesday's 
report, which said recom¬ 
mendations were under 
consideration by the act¬ 
ing CBP commissioner.

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Slower holiday sales growth predicted for 2013

NEW YORK (AP) — Com¬ 
ing off of a weak back-to- 
school shopping period, a 
research firm expects U.S. 
holiday sales growth will 
be slower this year during 
the crucial holiday season. 
Shoppers are also expect¬ 
ed to visit fewer stores as 
they research purchases 
online. 

Retail revenue in Novem¬ 
ber and December should 
rise 2.4 percent during the 
biggest shopping period of 
the year, Chicago-based 
research firm ShopperTrak 
said Tuesday. That com¬ 
pares with a 3 percent in¬ 
crease in 2012 from 2011. 
“Although the economy 
continues to recover slow¬ 
ly, consumers remain cau¬ 


tious about spending and 
are not ready to splurge,” 
said ShopperTrak founder 
Bill Martin. 

While the job picture has 
been improving in the U.S. 
and the turnaround in the 
housing market is gaining 
traction, the improvements 
have not been enough 
to sustain higher levels of 
spending for most Ameri¬ 
cans. Most continue to jug¬ 
gle tepid wage gains with 
a higher cost of living. 

In August, revenue at stores 
opened at least a year — 
a measure of a retailer's 
health— rose 3.6 percent, 
according to a tally of 10 
retailers by the International 
Council of Shopping Cen¬ 
ters. That's up a tad from

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U.S. extends protections to home care workers

The Obama administra¬ 
tion announced Tuesday 
that it was extending mini¬ 
mum wage and overtime 
protections to the nation's 
nearly 2 million home care 
workers. Advocates for 
low-wage workers have 
pushed for this change, 
asserting that home care 
workers, who care for elder¬ 
ly and disabled Americans, 
were wrongly classified into 
the same “companionship 
services” category as baby 
sitters - a group that is ex¬ 
empt from minimum wage 
and overtime coverage. 
Under the new rule, home 
care aides, unlike baby sit¬ 
ters, would be protected 
under the Fair Labor Stan¬ 
dards Act, the nation’s 
main wage and hour law. 

In an unusual move, the 
administration said the new 
regulation would not take 
effect until Jan. 1, 2015, 
even though regulations of¬ 
ten take effect 60 days af¬ 


ter being issued. The delay 
until 2015 is to give families 
that use these attendants, 
as well as state Medicaid 
programs, time to prepare 
for the new rule. 

Industry experts say most of 
these workers are already 
paid at least the minimum 
wage, but many do not 
receive a time-and-a-half 
overtime premium when 
they work more than 40 
hours a week. About 20 
states exclude home care 
workers from their wage 
and hour laws. 

“We think the workers pro¬ 
viding this critical work 
should be receiving the 
same basic protection and 
coverage as the vast ma¬ 
jority of American workers,” 
said Laura Fortman, deputy 
administrator of the Labor 
Department’s Wage and 
Hour Division. “We’ve seen 
a lot of turnover in this in¬ 
dustry, and we believe that 
this new rule will stabilize 
the workforce.” 

The nation’s home care 


workers usually earn $8.50- 
$12 an hour, according to 
industry officials. The fed¬ 
eral minimum wage is $7.25 
an hour. The administration 
announced the change 21 
months after first propos¬ 
ing the rule and after hav¬ 
ing received 26,000 public 
comments, many of them 
from for-profit home care 
agencies that opposed 
it. Many labor advocates 
criticized the administra¬ 
tion for taking so long to is¬ 
sue its final rule, but Labor 
Department officials said 
reviewing the comments 
and holding related public 
meetings took time. 

When the initial proposal 
was issued in December 
2011, business groups and 
congressional Republicans 
warned that it would re¬ 
duce hours for home care 
aides, increase Medicaid 
and Medicare expendi¬ 
tures and raise costs for 
families that use home 
care services, causing few¬

American poverty rate stuck at 15%; record 46.5 million

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s poverty rate re¬ 
mained stuck at 15 per¬ 
cent last year despite 
America’s slowly reviving 
economy, a discourag¬ 
ing lack of improvement 
for the record 46.5 million 
poor and an unwelcome 
benchmark for President 
Barack Obama's recovery 
plans. 

More than 1 in 7 Americans 
were living in poverty, not 
statistically different from 
the 46.2 million of 2011 
and the sixth straight year 
the rate had failed to im¬ 
prove, the Census Bureau 
reported Tuesday. Median 
income for the nation’s 
households was $51,017, 
also unchanged from the 
previous year after two 
consecutive annual de¬ 
clines, while the share of 
people without health in¬ 
surance did improve but 
only a bit, from 15.7 per¬ 
cent to 15.4 percent. 
“We're in the doldrums, 
with high poverty and in¬ 
equality as the new normal 
for the foreseeable future,” 
said Timothy Smeeding, 
an economics professor at 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison who specializes 
in income inequality. “The 
fact we’ve seen no real re¬ 
covery in employment and 
wages means we’ve just 
flatlined.” 

The last significant decline 
in the national poverty rate 
came in 2006, during the 
Bush administration and 
before fhe housing bubble 
bursf and fhe recession hif. 
In 2011, fhe rate dipped to 
15 percent from 15.1 per¬ 
cent, but census officials 
said that change was sta¬ 
tistically insignificant. 

For the past year, the offi¬

German economic confidence up more than expected 


BELGRADE, Serbia (AP) — 

Former International Mon¬ 
etary Fund chief Domi¬ 
nique Strauss-Kahn, who 
faces aggravated pimp¬ 
ing charges in France, said 
Tuesday he won’t be paid 
for his first three months as 
an economic adviser to 
Serbia’s government.

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 
— A German index of eco¬ 
nomic optimism among 
investment professionals 
rose more than expected 
in September, underlining 
stronger growth prospects 
for Europe’s largest econ¬ 
omy and for the euro cur¬ 
rency union as a whole. 

The ZEW rose to 49.6 points 
from 42.0 in August. That 
beat analysts’ expecta¬ 
tions for an increase to 45.0 
and keeps the index well 
above its long-term aver¬ 
age of 23.8. 

The index's reading for the 
17-country euro curren¬ 
cy union rose even more 
strongly, to 58.6 from 44.0 in 


August, reflecting the end 
of an 18-month recession. 
The head of the ZEW think 
tank, Clemens Fuest, said 
Tuesday that “the finan¬ 
cial market experts hold 
the view that the German 
economy is still gaining mo¬ 
mentum.” 

“The experts' economic 
optimism has increased 
due to the improved eco¬ 
nomic outlook for the euro¬ 
zone — although recently 
released economic data 
for Germany have fallen 
short of expectations,” 
Fuest said. 

The eurozone is a key ex¬ 
port market for Germany. 
A crisis over high levels of 
government debt in some 
countries in the currency 


bloc has eased in the past 
year as market fears of a 
government default have 
ebbed. The eurozone re¬ 
turned to modest growth of 
0.3 percent in the second 
quarter, while Germany 
had a more robust expan¬ 
sion at 0.7 percent. 

The ZEW is what economists 
call a leading indicator, 
meaning it points to where 
the economy may be go¬ 
ing in the coming months. 
Economist Christian Schulz 
at Berenberg Bank in Lon¬ 
don said that the ZEW’s 
track record shows it is a 
reliable guide to wheth¬ 
er economic activity has 
reached a turning point, 
though not as good at pre¬ 
dicting how strong the re¬ 


covery or downturn will be. 
For the eurozone, evidence 
that it is turning a corner will 
help ease concerns about 
its debt problems. 

Growth helps shrink debt 
levels by improving gov¬ 
ernment tax revenues and 
reducing the debt pile rela¬ 
tive to the size of the econ¬ 
omy. 

“With the economy back 
to growth, chances that 
the eurozone can over¬ 
come potential setbacks 
improve, too,” Schulz said.

He said more than 100 
Moro National Liberation 
Front rebels were still hold¬ 
ing hostages in the remain¬ 
ing pockets they control in 
five coastal villages in Zam¬ 
boanga. 


Nearly 82,000 residents 
have fled the fighting into 
several emergency shel¬ 
ters, including the city's 
main sports complex. 
President Benigno Aquino 
III has been in Zamboanga 
since Friday to oversee the 
handling of the worst secu¬ 
rity crisis his administration 
has faced since he came 
to power in 2010.

Volcano erupts again in Indonesia

MEDAN, Indonesia (AP) —A 

volcano in western Indone¬ 
sia erupted for the second 
time this week on Tuesday, 
forcing some villagers who 
were just returning home to 
flee the mountain again, 
an official said. 

Local Disaster Mitigation 
Agency chief Asren Nasu- 
tion said Mount Sinabung’s 
midday eruption spewed 
volcanic ash and thick 
smoke up to 3 kilometers 
(nearly two miles) into the 
air and blew eastward to 
the hilly resort town of Brast- 


agi. 

He added that there are 
no immediate reports of 
damages or injuries. 
Tuesday’s eruption also 
caused forest fires to ignite 
on the slopes of the volca¬ 
no, and black smoke could 
be seen billowing from two 
villages, according to an 
Associated Press photogra¬ 
pher on the scene. 

The 2,600-meter (8,530- 

feet) volcano in North Su¬ 
matra province first erupt¬ 
ed Sunday after being 
dormant for three years. It 
spewed thick ash and small 
rocks that pelted neighbor¬ 


ing villages. 

Local military chief Lt. Col. 
Meyer Putong said about 
7,500 people had been 
evacuated as of Tuesday 
afternoon. They were being 
sheltered in 12 locations. 
Most of them were from 
six villages within 3 kilome¬ 
ters (nearly 2 miles) of the 
mountain in Karo district. 
The volcano’s last eruption 
in August 2010 killed two 
people and forced 30,000 
others to flee. It caught 
many scientists off guard 
because the volcano had 
remained quiet for four 
centuries. □

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 
— Car sales in Europe are 
still sagging despite the re¬ 
turn of modest economic 
growth. 

For the first eight months 
of the year, passenger car 
sales in the European Union 
were off 5.2 percent to 
7.84 million compared with 
the same period last year, 
the European Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Association 
said Tuesday. That's the 
lowest January-August fig¬ 
ure since the group started 
keeping track in 1990. 

New car registrations in 
August fell 5 percent from 
a year ago to 653,872, the 
association said. 

The economy in the 
28-country EU grew 0.4 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter, 
ending a recession. But the 
unemployment rate re¬ 
mains high at 11.0 percent, 
making many consumers 
unable or afraid to buy a 
new car. Governments hit 
by the eurozone debt crisis 
have cut back on spend¬ 
ing and raised taxes to try 
to manage oversized debt 
levels, slowing their econo¬ 
mies. The hardest hit coun¬ 
tries, such as Greece and 
Spain, face even higher 
jobless rates that have hurt 
sales of moderately priced 
vehicles especially hard. 
Luxury carmakers are doing 
better. The August down¬ 
turn was distributed across 
Europe's biggest markets. 
Germany saw a 5.5 per¬ 
cent drop, despite a stron¬ 
ger economy than in other 
members of the 17-county 
eurozone. Registrations fell 
10.5 percent in France, 18.3 
percent in Spain, and 6.6 
percent in Italy. 

Britain's was the only ma¬ 
jor market to expand, rising 
10.5 percent. 

Analyst Carlos Da Silva at 
IHS Automotive said the 
figures suggested the mar¬ 
ket was bottoming out 


because the decline had 
slowed from 9.7 percent in 
the first three months of the 
year. 

“Decline is still on the menu 
but the rate of descent has 
nearly been halved,” he 
said. 

Global auto executives re¬ 
main cautious, however. 
They said in interviews at 
the Frankfurt Auto Show 
last week that while the Eu¬ 
ropean market may have 
reached the bottom, they 
do not see any significant 
increase in demand this 
year. The European market 
contrasts with a rebound 
in the United States, where 
figures show sales are on 
track to reach 16 million 
vehicles a year — the level 
from before the recession. 
European annual sales 
were 15.6 million in 2007 

— but are heading for just 
under 12 million for all of 
this year. Among the ma¬ 
jor carmakers, Germany’s 
Volkswagen Group was 
off 11.2 percent in August 
while France’s PSA Peu¬ 
geot Citroen slid 17.3 per¬ 
cent. Renault Group rose 
6.0 percent and General 
Motors was up 0.5 percent 

— as a large jump in sales 
of Chevrolet-branded ve¬ 
hicles made up for a 3.4 
percent fall in sales of its 
main European Opel and 
Vauxhall brands. Ford was 
off 1.5 percent. 

Luxury brands did better. 
Daimler's Mercedes was 
up 8.9 percent, exclud¬ 
ing its compact Smart city 
car, and BMW AG rose 9.5 
percent, excluding its Mini 
brand. However, VW’s Audi 
luxury brand, a chief com¬ 
petitor for Mercedes and 
BMW, was off 5.6 percent. 
The biggest market share 
over the first eight months 
remained with Volkswagen 
Group, including the com¬ 
pany's other brands such 
as Audi, Seat and Skoda, 
with 24.9 percent, up slight¬ 
ly from 24.8 percentO

I had an 
opportunity and a great 
chance with Penske. We’re 
going to be competitors 
and I'm looking forward to 
the challenge.” 

Ganassi decided in August 
not to bring Montoya back 
next year to his NASCAR 
program. It put the Co¬ 
lombian on the free agent 
market, and even though 
Ganassi has said he’d not 
ruled out using Montoya in 
his other programs, Mon¬ 
toya considered every¬ 
thing. 

He spoke with Michael An¬ 
dretti about an IndyCar 
ride, and Furniture Row 
Racing about replacing 
Kurt Busch at the end of the 
NASCAR season. 

There were calls to Europe, 
and a new rumor about a 
possible test with Lotus in 
Formula One. 

Montoya will team next 
season with current Indy- 
Car points leader Helio 
Castroneves of Brazil and 


Will Power of Australia while 
driving for Penske, winner 
of 15 Indianapolis 500s. He 
could also drive in some 
NASCAR races as part of 
the deal. 

“My No. 1 choice was go¬ 
ing to be in a winning car. 
I really wanted to be in a 
winning car,” he said. “It 
came down to I wanted 
to race for Roger. In a way 
it’s always been one of my 
dreams to be able to be 
part of his organization. Be¬ 
ing here, it’s unbelievable. 
I'm so excited. I'm like a 
5-year-old kid right now." 
Some could also consider 
the move a big piece of 
gamesmanship in the rac¬ 
ing rivalry that spans two 
series between Ganassi 
and Penske. 

Castroneves and Ganassi 
driver Scott Dixon of New 
Zealand are locked in a 
fierce battle for the title, 
and the competition has 
heated up over the last 
two races as Dixon has 


been involved 
in incidents with 
Power and the 
Penske organi¬ 
zation. 

“He’s a great 
driver and de¬ 
serves a great 
drive,” Ganassi 
told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “He 
will have that 
there at Penske 
Racing.” 

Montoya won 
the 1999 CART 
title, the 2000 In¬ 
dianapolis 500 
and 11 races 
driving open- 
wheel for Ga¬ 
nassi. He then 
moved to FI, 
where he had 
seven wins and 
30 podiums, be¬ 
fore reuniting with Ganassi 
again in 2006 to compete 
in NASCAR. 

But results in NASCAR have 
been sporadic. Montoya 


has just two wins in 244 
career starts and his best 
season finish was eighth in 
2009. He’s 20th in the stand¬ 
ings this season.Q

Fecundity or being able to 
have children has always 
been an issue. Virtually all 
cultures have had a means 
of venerating the Supreme 
Being as a Divine Female 
that could be asked to 
help with fertility problems. 
Whether you already have 
child and would like more 
children or hope to have 
a family in the future, the 
physical and psychological 
health of both partners as 
well as lifestyle can greatly 
affect your chances of get¬ 
ting pregnant and having 
a healthy baby. 

Unfortunately, the 
U.S. National Survey of Fam¬ 
ily Growth reported that im¬ 
paired fecundity rose signif¬ 
icantly between 1982 and 
1995, the biggest increase 
in women under 25 and it’s 
still rising. Similar, findings 
from Europe show that 40 
percent of men entering 
the draft in Denmark have 
low sperm count levels as¬ 
sociated with infertility. 

If you’re under 35 
and have been trying to 
get pregnant for less than 
a year (or fewer than six 
months if you're over 35), 
you have no reason to be 
concerned yet. To make 
sure you’re doing all you 
can to enhance your 
chances of getting preg¬ 
nant come in for a con¬ 
sultation. If you’ve had 
frequent unprotected sex 
for more than a year (six 
months if you're over 35) 
without conceiving, you or 
your partner may have a 
condition that’s interfering 
with your chances of con¬ 
ceiving. A doctor can di¬ 
agnose a fertility problem. 

Researchers es¬ 
timate that as many as 
one in ten couples have 
trouble getting pregnant 


and this is expected to rise. 
If you're having trouble, 
that doesn’t mean you’ll 
never have children. Many 
couples need extra time or 
medical intervention to get 
pregnant. We have found 
many of our fecundity (fer¬ 
tility/pregnancy) patients 
have a health imbalance, 
emotional stress or simply 
need sexual education. 
Our couples have had suc¬ 
cess using a combination 
of detoxification, clinical 
nutrition, couples counsel¬ 
ing and Traditional Chinese 
Medical (TCM) therapies 
that we offer in our clinic.

celes (varicose veins in the 
scrotum.) Heat kills sperm. 


so tight underwear, hot tub, 
saunas, and frequent long¬ 
distance bike rides can 
greatly reduce your sperm 
count. 

In both we want 
to make sure that neither 
smokes tobacco nor mari¬ 
juana nor uses alcohol to 
excess. Studies show that 
under or overweight cou¬ 
ples have a harder time 
getting pregnant and hav¬ 
ing a healthy pregnancy. 

Reports show that 
men working with pesti¬ 
cides have higher rates of 
infertility. Women, whose 
mother’s were exposed to 
the pesticide, DDT needed 
increased time to get preg¬ 
nant. Another fertility and 
health concern is a chemi¬ 
cal used plastics and the 
lining of cans, bisphenol 
A (BPA). The latest studies 
show that men who carry 
cell phones in pants pock¬ 
et or clipped to their belts 
may be exposing their testi¬ 
cles to damaging radiofre¬ 
quency electromagnetic 
waves according to Ashok 
Agarwal, PhD, director of 
the Center for Reproduc¬ 
tive Medicine at the Glick- 
man Urological and Kidney 
Institute in Cleveland.

New, accurate 
home fertility scopes are 
available as well as urine 
fertility testing for daily 
charting. When you know 
your fertile days, planning is 
easier. 

I recommend the 
man-on-top position which 
allows for the deepest 
penetration and places 
sperm closer to egg. When 
a woman has an orgasm 
the mouth of the womb ex¬ 
tends to the vaginal floor 
and picks up the sperm. I 
recommend woman have 
an orgasm after their part¬ 
ner. Lastly, stress can affect 
appetite, emotions, and 
the hormones required to 
release the eggs.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Brazil plans to divorce it¬ 
self from the U.S.-centric 
Internet over Washington’s 
widespread online spying, 
a move that many experts 
fear will be a potentially 
dangerous first step toward 
fracturing a global network 
built with minimal interfer¬ 
ence by governments. 
President Dilma Rousseff or¬ 
dered a series of measures 
aimed at greater Brazilian 
online independence and 
security following revela¬ 
tions that the U.S. National 
Security Agency intercept¬ 
ed her communications, 
hacked into the state- 
owned Petrobras oil com¬ 
pany’s network and spied 
on Brazilians who entrusted 
their personal data to U.S. 
tech companies such as 
Facebook and Google. 

The leader is so angered 
by the espionage that on 
Tuesday she postponed 
next month’s scheduled 
trip to Washington, where 
she was to be honored 
with a state dinner. 

Internet security and pol¬ 
icy experts say the Brazil¬ 
ian government’s reac¬ 
tion to information leaked 
by former NSA contractor 
Edward Snowden is un¬ 
derstandable, but warn it 
could set the Internet on a 
course of Balkanization. 
“The global backlash is 
only beginning and will get 
far more severe in coming 
months,” said Sascha Mei- 
nrath, director of the Open 
Technology Institute at the 
Washington-based New 
America Foundation think 
tank. “This notion of na¬ 
tional privacy sovereignty 
is going to be an increas¬ 
ingly salient issue around 
the globe." 

While Brazil isn’t propos¬ 
ing to bar its citizens from 


U.S.-based Web services, 
it wants their data to be 
stored locally as the nation 
assumes greater control 
over Brazilians’ Internet use 
to protect them from NSA 
snooping. 

The danger of mandating 
that kind of geographic 
isolation, Meinrath said, is 
that it could render inop¬ 
erable popular software 
applications and services 
and endanger the Inter¬ 
net's open, interconnect¬ 
ed structure. 

The effort by Latin Ameri¬ 
ca’s biggest economy to 
digitally isolate itself from 
U.S. spying not only could 
be costly and difficult, it 
could encourage repres¬ 
sive governments to seek 
greater technical control 
over the Internet to crush 
free expression at home, 
experts say. 

In December, countries ad¬ 
vocating greater “cyber¬ 
sovereignty” pushed for 
such control at an Interna¬ 
tional Telecommunications 
Union meeting in Dubai, 
with Western democracies 
led by the United States 
and the European Union in 
opposition. 

U.S. digital security expert 
Bruce Schneier says that 
while Brazil’s response is a 
rational reaction to NSA 
spying, it is likely to em¬ 
bolden “some of the worst 
countries out there to seek 
more control over their citi¬ 
zens’ Internet. That’s Russia, 
China, Iran and Syria.” 
Rousseff says she intends to 
push for international rules 
on privacy and security in 
hardware and software 
during the U.N. General As¬ 
sembly meeting later this 
month. Among Snowden 
revelations: the NSA has 
created backdoors in soft¬ 
ware and Web-based ser¬ 
vices. 

Brazil is now pushing more 
aggressively than any oth¬ 


er nation to end U.S. com¬ 
mercial hegemony on the 
Internet. More than 80 per¬ 
cent of online search, for 
example, is controlled by 
U.S.-based companies. 
Most of Brazil’s global Inter¬ 
net traffic passes through 
the United States, so Rous- 
seff's government plans to 
lay underwater fiber optic 
cable directly to Europe 
and also link to all South 
American nations to cre¬ 
ate what it hopes will be a 
network free of U.S. eaves¬ 
dropping. 

More communications 
integrity protection is ex¬ 
pected when Telebras, the 
state-run telecom compa¬ 
ny, works with partners to 
oversee the launch in 2016 
of Brazil’s first communica¬ 
tions satellite, for military 
and public Internet traffic. 
Brazil’s military currently 
relies on a satellite run by 
Embratel, which Mexican 
billionaire Carlos Slim con¬ 
trols. 

Rousseff is urging Brazil's 
Congress to compel Face- 
book, Google and all com¬ 
panies to store data gener¬ 
ated by Brazilians on serv¬ 
ers physically located in¬ 


side Brazil in order to shield 
it from the NSA. 

If that happens, and other 
nations follow suit, Silicon 
Valley’s bottom line could 
be hit by lost business and 
higher operating costs: 
Brazilians rank No. 3 on 
Facebook and No. 2 on 
Twitter and YouTube. An 
August study by a respect¬ 
ed U.S. technology policy 
nonprofit estimated the 
fallout from the NSA spying 
scandal could cost the U.S. 
cloud computing industry, 
which stores data remotely 
to give users easy access 
from any device, as much 
as $35 billion by 2016 in lost 
business. 

Brazil also plans to build 
more Internet exchange 
points, places where vast 
amounts of data are re¬ 
layed, in order to route 
Brazilians’ traffic away from 
potential interception.And 
its postal service plans by 
next year to create an 
encrypted email service 
that could serve as an al¬ 
ternative to Gmail and 
Yahoo!, which according 
to Snowden-leaked docu¬ 
ments are among U.S. tech 
giants that have collabo¬ 


rated closely with the NSA. 
“Brazil intends to increase 
its independent Internet 
connections with other 
countries,” Rousseff’s of¬ 
fice said in an emailed re¬ 
sponse to questions from 
The Associated Press on its 
plans. It cited a “common 
understanding” between 
Brazil and the European 
Union on data privacy, 
and said “negotiations are 
underway in South Amer¬ 
ica for the deployment of 
land connections between 
all nations.” It said Brazil 
plans to boost investment 
in home-grown technol¬ 
ogy and buy only software 
and hardware that meet 
government data privacy 
specifications. 

While the plans’ technical 
details are pending, ex¬ 
perts say they will be costly 
for Brazil and ultimately 
can be circumvented. Just 
as people in China and 
Iran defeat government 
censors with tools such as 
“proxy servers," so could 
Brazilians bypass their gov¬ 
ernment's controls. 
International spies, not just 
from fhe Unifed Sfates, also 
will adjust, experts said. □ 
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What to watch for Wednesday from the Fed

WASHINGTON (AP) — If 

there's one thing global 
investors are hoping for 
when the Federal Reserve 
ends a policy meeting 
Wednesday, it's this: 

No surprises. 

Pretty much everyone ex¬ 
pects the Fed to take its 
first step toward slowing 
the economic stimulus it’s 
supplied since the financial 
crisis and the Great Re¬ 
cession swept through the 
economy five years ago. 
Yet it’s also assumed the 
Fed will do so gingerly: with 
a small cut in its monthly 
Treasury and mortgage 
bond purchases — from 
$85 billion to perhaps $75 
billion. Those purchases 
have helped keep long¬ 
term loan rates ultra-low to 
encourage borrowing and 
spending. 

The Fed is also expected to 
stress that while it’s slowing 
its bond purchases, it plans 
no change anytime soon 
in its benchmark short-term 
rate. It’s kept that rate at 
a record low near zero 
since 2008. Investors will 
be watching for anything 
the Fed says about this 
rate, which affects rates 
on countless business and 
consumer loans. 

Flere’s what to look for from 
each of four key events 
Wednesday: a statement 
the Fed will issue when its 
two-day meeting ends; the 
Fed’s updated economic 
outlook; Chairman Ben 
Bernanke's news confer¬ 
ence: and the reaction of 
investors: 


- FED STATEMENT 

This is where the Fed would 
announce its first slowdown 
in bond purchases. Many 
economists expect the cut 
to come entirely from the 
Fed’s $45 billion a month 


in Treasury bond purchas¬ 
es. That would leave un¬ 
touched its $40 billion a 
month in mortgage bond 
purchases. 

The reasoning: The mort¬ 
gage bond buying is in¬ 
tended to keep downward 
pressure on mortgage 
rates. The Fed likely doesn't 
want to diminish its support 
for the housing market, 
whose gradual but steady 
comeback has been a pil¬ 
lar for the U.S. economic 
recovery. 

The statement is also where 
the Fed could strengthen 
its commitment to keep 
its key short-term rate at a 


record low. In December, 
the Fed began saying it ex¬ 
pects to keep this rate near 
zero at least until unem¬ 
ployment falls to 6.5 per¬ 
cent — as long as the infla¬ 
tion outlook remains mild.

Unemployment is now 7.3 
percent. And in the past 12 
months, consumer prices 
are up 1.5 percent, below 
the Fed’s 2 percent infla¬ 
tion target. 

The Fed could stress anew 
that 6.5 percent unemploy¬ 
ment is merely a threshold, 
not a trigger, for any rate 
increase. Which means it 
might choose to keep the 
benchmark rate at a re¬ 
cord low for an extended 
period even after unem¬ 
ployment has dipped be¬ 
low 6.5 percent. 

That's especially true if un¬ 
employment is dropping 
mainly because more peo¬ 


ple have stopped looking 
for work, rather than be¬ 
cause employers are hiring 
lots of people. The govern¬ 
ment doesn't count peo¬ 
ple as unemployed once 
they stop looking for a job. 

- ECONOMIC OUTLOOK 
This is one of four meetings 
each year when the Fed 
updates its economic out¬ 
look, based on individual 
forecasts of board mem¬ 
bers and regional bank 
presidents. It’s likely to 
downgrade its outlook as 
it takes account of reality: 
The U.S. economy hasn’t 
grown as fast this year as 
the Fed had expected. 

In their previous forecast 
three months ago. Fed of¬ 
ficials predicted that the 
economy would grow be¬ 
tween 2.3 percent and 2.6 
this year and between 3 
percent and 3.5 percent 
next year. Most econo¬ 
mists think the economy 
will have grown 2 percent 

— at best — this year and 
roughly 2.6 percent next 
year.The Fed will update 
its forecasts for unemploy¬ 
ment and inflation, too. 
Besides updating its out¬ 
look for 2013, 2014 and 
2015, the Fed will offer its 
first economic predictions 
for 2016. 

These numbers will be 
watched for any hint that 
the Fed has grown more or 
less optimistic. More opti¬ 
mism could mean the Fed 
feels the economy could 
handle future rate increas¬ 
es relatively soon. Less opti¬ 
mism could signal that any 
rate increases remain fur¬ 
ther offO

Microsoft board boosts dividend by 22 pet 


REDMOND, Washing¬ 

ton (AP) — Microsoft said 
Tuesday that its board ap¬ 
proved a 22 percent in¬ 
crease in the company’s 
quarterly dividend to 28 
cents along with a new $40 
billion stock buyback pro¬ 
gram. The new dividend 
represents an increase of 5 
cents over the world’s larg¬ 
est software company’s 
previous dividend. It will be 
paid on Dec. 12 to share¬ 
holders of record as of Nov. 
21. The increase in the divi¬ 
dend will cost Microsoft an 


extra $416 million per quar¬ 
ter, based on the 8.33 billion 
shares that FactSet says the 
company has outstanding. 
Meanwhile, the new stock 
buyback program has no 
expiration date and re¬ 
places Microsoft’s previous 
$40 billion stock buyback 
program that was set to ex¬ 
pire on Sept. 30. 

Microsoft Chief Financial 
Officer Amy Hood said the 
moves reflect the com¬ 
pany’s continued commit¬ 
ment to returning cash to 
its shareholders. 


The software company 
has made a number of 
big moves recently. Ear¬ 
lier this month, Microsoft 
announced a $7.2 billion 
deal to buy Nokia’s trou¬ 
bled smartphone business 
in hopes of catching up 
with the shift toward mo¬ 
bile computing. While Mi¬ 
crosoft’s software business 
remains profitable, it has 
come under pressure as 
more people move away 
from traditional desktops 
and laptops and toward 
mobile devices like smart¬ 


phones and tablets. 

In addition, Microsoft CEO 
Steve Ballmer, who nego¬ 
tiated the Nokia deal, re¬ 
cently announced plans to 
retire within the next year, 
admitting that the compa¬ 
ny needs a different leader 
to take it in a new direction. 
Shares of Redmond, 
Washington-based Micro¬ 
soft Corp. rose 17 cents to 
$32.97 in morning trading. 
That takes the stock closer 
to its 52-week high of $36.43 
set July 16. It traded as low 
as $26.26 last December. □ 



Ecotality flies 
for bankruptcy 
protection 

NEW YORK (AP) — Ecotal¬ 
ity, which makes charging 
systems for electric vehi¬ 
cles, has filed for bankrupt¬ 
cy protection and wants to 
sell its assets in an auction. 
Ecotality Inc. said it made 
the filing Monday in Ari¬ 
zona. The company had 
said in August that it might 
be forced into a sale or 
bankruptcy filing after dis¬ 
appointing sales and a sus¬ 
pension of payments from 
the federal government. It 
has also paid $855,000 in 
back wages and damag¬ 
es to resolve an investiga¬ 
tion by the Department of 
Labor into allegations that 
the company broke labor 
laws. 

The San Francisco com¬ 
pany makes charging and 
power-storage systems for 
electric vehicles under the 
Blink and Minit Charger 
brands, including charging 
stations for the Nissan Leaf. 
It also does testing for gov¬ 
ernment agencies, auto 
makers and utilities. 
Ecotality wants to sell its as¬ 
sets through a bankruptcy 
auction, which the bank¬ 
ruptcy court must approve. 
The company also said Nis¬ 
san will allow it to borrow 
as much as $1.3 million. The 
court will also review that 
proposed loan. 

Ecotality has received 
more than $100 million in 
funding from the Depart¬ 
ment of Energy since 2009. 
The company has also re¬ 
ceived funding from the 
state of California and 
from Australia. 

The Energy Department 
suspended payments to 
Ecotality after the com¬ 
pany said in August that it 
might not be able to meet 
its obligations to the agen¬ 
cy’s electric vehicle pro¬ 
gram if it couldn’t find new 
financing. 

Ecotality’s revenue nearly 
doubled to $54.7 million in 
2012. The company took 
an annual loss of $9.6 mil¬ 
lion, narrower than its $22.5 
million loss in 2011. 

But the company said last 
month that it was unable 
to sell enough commercial 
electric vehicle equipment 
to sustain operations in the 
second half of the year. □ 
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Stocks close higher as Fed kicks off 2-day meeting

Stocks rose on Tuesday as 
investors shrugged off wor¬ 
ries about what the Federal 
Reserve is up to. 

Many expect the Fed to 
announce Wednesday 
that it will reduce its $85 bil¬ 
lion monthly bond-buying 
program. Wall Street is hop¬ 
ing for a small reduction 
because the bond-buying 
has kept interest rates ultra- 
low and made it cheaper 
to borrow money. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed higher by 
34.95 points, or 0.2 percent, 
at 15,529.73. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 7.16 points, or 0.4 
percent, to 1,704.76. The 
S&P 500 was five points be¬ 
low its record high reached 
on Aug. 2. It has risen for 
three trading days in a row, 
and 10 of the last 11.Nine 
out of 10 industry groups 
in the S&P 500 rose, led by 
technology. The only de¬ 
clines were for materials 
stocks, which include min¬ 
ers, industrial gas producers 
and metal refiners. 

Rising tech stocks included 
the video game company 
Electronic Arts, which is 
getting a solid start with this 
year’s version of its Madden 
football franchise. Electron¬ 
ic Arts rose 64 cents, or 2 
percent, to $27.60. 
Computer memory maker 
Micron Technology rose 
40 cents, or 2 percent, to 
$16.84 as investors bet that 
memory prices will rise after 
a fire shut down a competi¬ 


tor's factory in China. 

By some measures, stock 
market values are as high 
as they were at the end of 
the Internet bubble in 2000, 
when compared to the size 
of the nation’s economy, 


said Martin Leclerc, a prin¬ 
cipal and chief investment 
officer at Barrack Yard Ad¬ 
visors in Bryn Mawr, Penn- 
sylvania.Then, there was at 
least the justification of new 
technology. 

“Now, the only justification 
we have is cheap money," 
Leclerc said. 

Nonetheless, Leclerc said, 
with a bull market under¬ 


way stocks could keep 
climbing regardless of valu¬ 
ations. “This thing is a pow¬ 
erful beast,” he said. The 
current bull market is four- 
and-a-half years old. 

The Labor Department re¬ 


ported on Tuesday that 
U.S consumer prices barely 
rose last month, another 
sign that slow economic 
growth is keeping inflation 
low. That pushed the yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note down slightly, 
to 2.85 percent from 2.86 
percent late Monday. 

Rising profits “support stock 
prices where they are, and 


could support, going into 
2014, prices going a little 
higher," said Jim Dunigan, 
managing executive of in¬ 
vestments for PNC Wealth 
Management in Philadel¬ 
phia. 


“Most, if not all, the evi¬ 
dence would suggest the 
economy is improving,” 
he said.A few companies 
benefited from large in- 
vestments.Safeway, a ma¬ 
jor grocery store chain, 
jumped $2.95, or more 
than 10 percent, to $30.99 
after saying an unnamed 
investor had bought a sig¬ 
nificant amount of its stock. 


Safeway said it adopted a 
“poison-pill" defense mea¬ 
sure to thwart any hostile 
takeover attempt. 
Aeropostale jumped $1.56, 
or 18 percent, to $10.17 
after Sycamore Partners 
disclosed an 8 percent 
stake in the teen retailer. 
And Pluntsman, a chemi¬ 
cal maker, rose 36 cents, or 
2 percent, to $19.50 after 
saying it will pay $1.1 bil¬ 
lion for two businesses from 
Rockwood Holdings, which 
rose 60 cents, or 2 percent, 
to $67.21. 

Other companies making 
big moves included: 

— Abercrombie & Fitch 
rode Aeropostale’s coat¬ 
tails, moving up $1.09, or 3 
percent, to $38.43. 

— Microsoft rose after an¬ 
nouncing a 22 percent 
dividend increase and a 
$40 billion stock buyback 
program. Microsoft gained 
13 cents, or 0.4 percent, to 
$32.93, after going as high 
as $33.47 in the morning. 

— Boeing rose $1.44, or 1.2 
percent, to $117.11 as a 
stretched version of its new 
787 flew for the first time. 
Boeing's gain was respon¬ 
sible for one-third of the 
Dow’s rise. 

— Outerwall, which owns 
the Redbox DVD kiosks, 
plunged $6.48, or almost 
12 percent, to $49.49 after 
slashing its outlook because 
of weaker-than-expected 
demand for discs. 

The price of crude oil fell 
$1.17, or 1.1 percent, to 
close at $105.42 a barrel in

SOUTH AMBOY, N.J.-“I was 
thinking maybe we should 
get some Def Leppard go¬ 
ing,” Bill Telepan said, nod¬ 
ding toward the tabletop 
jukebox at the Peterpank 
Diner on Route 9.

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U.S. company about to make first space station run

A Virginia company is all 
set to make its first-ever 
supply run to the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station. 

On the eve of its premiere 
rendezvous mission, Orbital 
Sciences Corp. said ev¬ 
erything looked good for 
Wednesday’s launch from 
Virginia’s Eastern Shore. 

An unmanned Antares 
rocket was scheduled to 
blast off from NASA's Wal¬ 
lops Island Facility at 10:50 
a.m. EDT, carrying 1,300 
pounds (590 kilograms) 
of food, clothes and oth¬ 
er items as part of a test 
flight. A Sunday delivery is 
planned. 

A launch demo of the 
rocket in April went well. 

If this latest mission suc¬ 
ceeds, Orbital Sciences 
will start launching more 
Cygnus cargo ships under 
a $1.9 billion contract with 
NASA. The commercial ef¬ 
fort began more than five 
years ago. 

The California-based 
SpaceX already is shipping 
goods from Cape Canav¬ 
eral, Florida, under a sepa¬ 


rate $1.6 billion contract. 
Its first trip was in May last 
year. 

Formally known as Space 
Exploration Technologies 
Corp., the company found¬ 
ed by billionaire Elon Musk 
of PayPal fame has the only 
unmanned vessel capable 
of returning space station 


items to Earth. The SpaceX 
Dragon parachutes into 
the Pacific off the Southern 
California coast. 

The smaller Cygnus cap¬ 
sule will be filled with space 
station trash following its 
monthlong visit and burn 
up upon descent. That's 
the same fate as the Rus¬ 


sian, European and Japa¬ 
nese supply ships. 

NASA is looking to private 
U.S. industry to keep the 
space station stocked in 
the post-shuttle era. It’s also 
putting seed money into 
SpaceX and other compa¬ 
nies for development of a 
manned capsule. That's still 


years away, so NASA will 
continue to buy rides for its 
astronauts on Russian rock¬ 
ets. One American will be 
aboard the Soyuz capsule 
due to take off next week 
from Kazakhstan, along 
with two Russians. 

The trio will double the sta¬ 
tion population to its nor¬ 
mal six. 

Wallops was in the spot¬ 
light earlier this month. On 
Sept. 6, NASA launched a 
robotic explorer, named 
LADEE, to the moon. It's still 
en route. Orbital Sciences 
provided the Minotaur V 
rocket used in the moon- 
shot. 

Frank Culbertson, the com¬ 
pany’s executive vice 
president and a former 
space shuttle commander, 
said Tuesday that the ex¬ 
citement level is high. 

“This is one of the most ex¬ 
citing things that is hap¬ 
pening in the middle of 
a very exciting month for 
Orbital, for NASA and for 
space programs around 
the world,” Culbertson said 
at a news conference, re¬ 
ferring to all the various 
launches and re-entries. □

LONDON (AP) — Interna¬ 
tional leaders are failing in 
their fight against global 
warming, one of the United 
Nations’ top climate offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday, appeal¬ 
ing directly to the world's 


voters to pressure their poli¬ 
ticians into taking tougher 
action against the buildup 
of greenhouse gases. 
Halldor Thorgeirsson told 
journalists gathered at Lon¬ 
don’s Imperial College that 
world's leaders weren't 
working hard enough to

prevent potentially cata¬ 
strophic climate change. 
“We are failing as an inter¬ 
national community,” he 
said. “We are not on track.” 
Thorgeirsson, a senior direc¬ 
tor with the United Nations 
Framework Convention 
on Climate Change, was 
speaking with two years 
left to go before the world 
powers gather in Paris for 
another round of negotia¬ 
tions over the future of the 
world’s climate, which sci¬ 
entists warn will warm dra¬ 
matically unless action is 
taken to cut down on the 
emission of greenhouse 
gases such as carbon diox¬ 
ide. 

One of the main points of 
contention is how to divide 
the burden of emissions 
cuts between industrial¬ 
ized nations and emerging 
economies such as India 


and China, the world’s top 
carbon polluter. The lack of 
progress in recent years has 
fueled doubts over wheth¬ 
er a binding deal is possible 
at all. 

Thorgeirsson seemed to 
strike a pessimistic note 
Tuesday, talking down the 
idea that Paris — or any 
other conference — would 
produce a grand bargain 
that would ensure the re¬ 
ductions needed to pre¬ 
vent a dangerous warming 
of the Earth’s atmosphere. 
He even seemed to sug¬ 
gest that a global solution 
to the issue wasn't likely 
until the effects of climate 
change came barreling 
down on peoples’ heads or 
flooding info fheir homes. 

“I don'f think that an in¬ 
ternational treaty will ever 
be the primary driver for 
the difficult decisions to be 


made,” he warned. “It’s 
the problem itself that will 
be the primary driver — 
and the consequences of 
that problem.” 

Quizzed on the repeated 
failure of the international 
community to organize a 
global deal on greenhouse 
gases, he said that the poli¬ 
ticians involved had to be 
held to account. 

“This is a question that 
needs to be asked at the 
ballot box,” he said. “This 
is a question that needs to 
be asked of leaders at all 
levels.” 

Thorgeirsson was in Lon¬ 
don for fhe launch of a 
joinf study by Imperial's 
Grantham Institute for Cli¬ 
mate Change and its En¬ 
ergy Futures Laboratory of 
the estimated cost of halv¬ 
ing the world's carbon di¬

NEW YORK (AP) — In the 

crime drama thriller “A 
Single Shot," Sam Rock¬ 
well stars as John Moon, a 
man who gets caught up 
in a tense cat-and-mouse 
struggle with a pack of 
hardened criminals af¬ 
ter mistakenly shooting a 
woman and then discov¬ 
ering a box of cash by her 
body. Rockwell describes 
Moon as a “down-on-his- 
luck" anti-hero who is really 
trying to “get reunited with 
his family." 

Moon is a character fa¬ 
miliar to Rockwell, who is 
known for taking on dark, 
off-kilter characters such as 
the crazed prisoner “Wild 
Bill” Wharton in “The Green 


Mile” or the unemployed 
actor and dognapper Billy 
Bickle in “Seven Psycho¬ 
paths." 

While he takes on other 
kinds of roles, like the af¬ 
fable water park manager 
Owen in “The Way Way 
Back" or a serious journalist 
in “Frost/Nixon,” Rockwell 
acknowledges that he’s at¬ 
tracted to “dark stuff.” 

“I love to go back to this 
kind of stuff and shake it up 
a little bit,” he said in a re¬ 
cent interview to promote 
“A Single Shot,” which 
opens in theaters Friday. 
He said some of his offbeat 
characters seem to be “a 
kind of cousin” and that 
he returns to these roles 
the way some actors revisit 
“Hamlet” or Stanley Kowal¬ 


ski in an effort “to perfect 
an archetype.” 

Rockwell, meanwhile, con¬ 
firmed he’s in talks to ap¬ 
pear opposite Rosemarie 
DeWitt in a remake of “Pol¬ 
tergeist," saying he and 
the filmmakers are “just ad¬ 
dressing some script stuff 
but I think it may be hap¬ 
pening.” 

He said 1982’s “Poltergeist” 
was a “big deal” for him.

Britney Spears announces Las Vegas residency 


NEW YORK (AP) — After 
months of rumors and hint¬ 
dropping, pop icon Britney 
Spears revealed what she 
called her “(not-so-)se- 
cret” news — she’s head¬ 
ing to Las Vegas. 

The 31-year-old pop star 
confirmed a two-year resi¬ 
dency at Planet Hollywood 
Resort & Casino on ABC’s 
“Good Morning Ameri¬ 
ca" on Tuesday. “Britney: 
Piece of Me” will debut 
Dec. 27, just in time for 
Las Vegas’ massive New 
Year’s crowds. Spears an¬ 
nounced 16 dates, but she 
will perform 50 shows each 
in 2014 and 2015. 

Spears was airlifted to a 
dry lake bed in the Ne¬ 
vada desert for the pre¬ 
dawn announcement. 
About 1,300 people had 
been bused to the remote 
location in the wee hours 
of the morning, and were 
waiting for her dressed in

singer's signature schoolgirl 
look from her"... Baby One 
More Time” music video. 
The Grammy-winning sing¬ 
er's confirmation about 
the residency comes after 
much online speculation. 


including some of her own

“I’m definitely ready,” she 
said in a taped interview.

Tickets for “Britney: Piece 
of Me” go on sale Sept. 20.

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Orlando Bloom, Condola Rashad tackle Shakespeare

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
Condola Rashad snagged 
the coveted role of Juliet 
opposite Orlando Bloom’s 
Romeo on Broadway, she 
was overjoyed. Now she 
could get finally get some 
answers. 

“I’m a huge ‘Lord of fhe 
Rings' fan,” confesses fhe 
actress. “There were actu¬ 
ally times in rehearsal when 
I was like, ‘OK, not to geek 
out really quick, but I need 
to know: What is the dif¬ 
ference between an Uruk- 
hai and an Ore?' I had to 
know.” 

Bloom, who played the Elf 
Legolas in the films based 
on J.R.R. Tolkien novels, 
patiently played along. He 
explained the difference 
and then blew her mind: 
“I told her Ores used to be 
Elves,” he says, laughing. 
Chemistry is important if 
you’re playing the leads in 
“Romeo and Juliet,” and 
conversations with both 
lead actors at the Richard 
Rodgers Theatre suggest 
they've got that elusive 
spark. 

“We talk things out, we 
sense each other. We both 
know when a scene is off 
because we’re both there 
together. It’s about listen¬ 
ing to each other,” says 
Rashad, a rising star on 
Broadway with back-to- 
back Tony Award nomi¬ 
nations for “Sfick Fly" and 
“The Trip fo Bountiful.” 

For his parf. Bloom gushes: 
“She’s wonderful. She’s 
luminous. She has a pres¬ 
ence onsfage that com¬ 
mands whatever is hap¬ 
pening. And those eyes! 
They’re huge, and she’s 
beautiful.” His Julief, he 
adds, is “perfect casting." 
While Rashad, who is the 
daughter of aefress Phyli- 
cia Rashad of “The Cosby 
Show” and sporfscasfer 
Ahmad Rashad, may be 
a stage veteran at 26, this 
marks her first full profes¬ 
sional Shakespeare pro¬ 
duction. Ditto for Bloom, 
36, who has never been on 
Broadway before. 

“It's a monster of a play,” 
says Bloom, sadly. “I tend 
to do this. I tend to set my¬ 
self some pretty high bars 
to reach. It's crazy exciting. 


daunting and all the rest. 
What is there to lose?” 

This retelling of the classic 
love story is set in a time¬ 
less, unspecified place, a 
smashup of the past and 
present. It seems to be a 
hot, authoritarian world, 
where women wear shawls 
and earth-tones dominate 
the costumes. 

There's sand onstage and 
graffiti mars the frescos on 
the back wall. Rashad is 
often barefoot (“It feels 
great. I feel grounded,” she 
says), and Bloom makes 
his entrance on a souped- 
up Triumph Scrambler. (“It 
looks like something Steve 
McQueen would have rid¬ 
den,” he says.) 

Bloom, married to super¬ 
model Miranda Kerr and 
father to 2-year-old Flynn, 
was cast first while Rashad 
endured a six-month audi¬ 
tion process with up to five 
callbacks. She kept her 
process a secret from ev¬ 
eryone but her mother, not 
wanting to deal with the 
high expectations. 

“It’s about bravery, Shake¬ 
speare. It's about cour¬ 
age," she says. “You have 
to force yourself fo be 


brave enough to under¬ 
stand that if you give your 
everything to the text, it 
will give it back to you. You 
have to surrender to the 
text.” 

She finally landed the part 
when director David Le- 
veaux, a five-time Tony 
Award nominee, put Bloom 
and Rashad in the same 
room and heard him laugh 
with warmth at one of her 
lines. Now it's hers, which is 
a little terrifying. 

“I have to focus on fhe 
work. Yes, it is ‘Romeo and 
Juliet.’ And it is epic and it 
is an iconic role,” she says. 
“But the truth of it is that an 
icon doesn’t think of them¬ 
selves as an icon. They just 
are. I have to be the same 
way.” 

Their casting added an in¬ 
triguing element of racial 
contrast to the classic tale 
of two star-crossed lovers 
and Leveaux decided to 
take it to its logical con¬ 
clusion: the Capulets will 
be played by black ac¬ 
tors and the Montagues by 
white actors. 

“While it is an interracial 
‘Romeo and Juliet,’ that's 
not actually something 


we’re hammering out,” Ra¬ 
shad says. “It's not about 
making it invisible. It’s there. 
Use it! But that’s actually 
not the core of the fight." 
The play offers Bloom a 
chance fo return to his 
roots on the stage. He had 
studied Shakespeare at 
London’s esteemed Guild¬ 
hall School of Music and 
Drama and was to play 
Duke Orsino in a produc¬ 
tion of “Twelfth Night” but a 
fall from a rooftop landed 
him instead in a hospital. 

By the time he had healed, 
he was about to join the 
Royal Shakespeare Com¬ 
pany but director Peter 
Jackson whisked him to 
New Zealand for “The Lord 
of the Rings” and then he 
was off on a movie career 
— “Black Hawk Down,” the 
“Pirates of the Caribbean” 
franchise, “Elizabethtown” 
and “Kingdom of Heaven." 
In a way, “Romeo and Ju¬ 
liet" offers Bloom a time

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Give Jobs A Chance

This week the Federal Reserve’s 
Open Market Committee - the 
group of men and women who 
set U.S. monetary policy - will be 
holding its sixth meeting of 2013. 
At the meeting’s end, the com¬ 
mittee is widely expected to an¬ 
nounce the “taper” - a slowing of 
the pace at which it buys long¬ 
term assets. 

Memo to the Fed: Please don’t 
do it. True, the arguments for a 
taper are neither crazy nor stu¬ 
pid, which makes them unusual 
for current U.S. policy debate. 
But if you think about the bal¬ 
ance of risks, this is a bad time to 
be doing anything that looks like 
a tightening of monetary policy. 
OK, what are we talking about 
here? In normal times, the Fed 
tries to guide the economy by 
buying and selling short-term 
U.S. debt, which effectively lets it 
control short-term interest rates. 
Since 2008, however, short-term 
rates have been near zero, which 
means that they can’t go lower 
(since people would just hoard 
cash instead). Yet the economy 
has remained weak, so the Fed 
has tried to gain traction through 
unconventional measures 
mainly by buying longer-term 
bonds, both U.S. government 
debt and bonds issued by fed¬ 
erally sponsored home-lending 
agencies. 

Now the Fed is talking about 
slowing the pace of these pur¬ 
chases, bringing them to a halt 
by sometime next year. Why? 
One answer is the belief that 
these purchases - especially 
purchases of government debt 
- are, in the end, not very effec¬ 
tive. There’s a fair bit of evidence 
in support of that belief, and for 
the view that the most effective 
thing the Fed can do is signal 
that it plans to keep short-term 
rates, which it really does control, 
low for a very long time. 
Unfortunately, financial markets 
have clearly decided that the 
taper signals a general turn away 
from boosting the economy: Ex¬ 
pectations of future short-term 
rates have risen sharply since 
taper talk began, and so have 
crucial long-term rates, notably 
mortgage rates. In effect, by 
talking about tapering, the Fed 
has already tightened monetary 
policy quite a lot. 

But is that such a bad thing? 
That’s where the second argu¬ 
ment comes in: the suggestions 
that there really isn’t that much 
slack in the U.S. economy, that 
we aren’t that far from full em¬ 
ployment. After all, the unem¬ 


ployment rate, which peaked 
at 10 percent in late 2009, is now 
down to 7.3 percent, and there 
are economists who believe 
the U.S. economy might begin 
to “overheat,” to show signs of 
accelerating inflation, at an un¬ 
employment rate as high as 6.5 
percent. Time for the Fed to take 
its foot off the gas pedal? 

I’d say no, for a couple of rea¬ 
sons. 

First, there’s less to that decline 
in unemployment than meets 
the eye. Unemployment hasn’t 
come down because a higher 
percentage of adults is em¬ 
ployed; it’s come down almost 
entirely because a declining 
percentage of adults is partici¬ 
pating in the labor force, either 
by working or by actively seek¬ 
ing work. And at least some of 
the Americans who dropped out 
of the labor force after 2007 will 
come back in as the economy 
improves, which means we have 
more ground to make up than 
that unemployment number sug¬ 
gests. 

How misleading is the unemploy¬ 
ment number? That’s a hard 
one, on which reasonable peo¬ 
ple disagree. The question the 
Fed should be asking is, what is 
the balance of risks? 

Suppose, on one side, that the 
Fed were to hold off on tighten¬ 
ing, then learn that the economy 
was closer to full employment 
than it thought. What would hap¬ 
pen? Well, inflation would rise, al¬ 
though probably only modestly. 
Would that be such a bad thing? 
Right now inflation is running be¬ 
low the Fed’s target of 2 percent, 
and many serious economists - 
including, for example, the chief 
economist of the International 
Monetary Fund - have argued for 
a higher target, say 4 percent. So 
the cost of tightening too late 
doesn’t look very high. 

Suppose, on the other side, that 
the Fed were to tighten early, 
then learn that it had moved too 
soon. This could damage an al¬ 
ready weak recovery, causing 
hundreds of billions if not trillions 
of dollars in economic damage, 
leaving hundreds of thousands if 
not millions of additional workers 
without jobs and inflicting long¬ 
term damage as more and more 
of the unemployed are per¬ 
ceived as unemployable. 

The point is that while there is le¬ 
gitimate uncertainty about what 
the Fed should be doing, the 
costs of being too harsh vastly 
exceed the costs of being too 
lenient. To err is human; to err on 
the side of growth is wise. 

I’d add that one of the prevailing 
economic policy sins of our time 
has been allowing hypothetical 
risks, like the fiscal crisis that never 
came, to trump concerns over 
economic damage happening 
in the here and now. I’d hate to 
see the Fed fall into that trap. 

So my message is, don’t do 
it. Don’t taper, don’t tighten, 
until you can see the whites 
of inflation’s eyes. Give jobs a 
chance.Q

When I came into my office, he 
was in my chair, feet up, shirt off, 
an AK-47 propped against the 
desk.

But it’s dif¬ 
ferent being lectured on peace 
and human rights by a ruler who 
doesn’t give a fig about either.”

This Bob Menen- 
dez saying my piece made him 
want to vomit - like a podrostok 
who cannot handle vodka. And 
John Boehner, I know he some¬ 
times cries like a babushka but to 
whine that he was insulted by my 
column ... does he get so offend¬ 
ed when he watches the White 
House’s propaganda network, 
this MSNBC?” 

“Actually, the White House 
doesn’t run ...” 

“And this anger about the para¬ 
graph where I questioned Ameri¬ 
can exceptionalism? After read¬ 


ing the online comments, I con¬ 
cede that American people are 
exceptional: exceptionally easy 
to bait.” 

“Well, you can’t blame us for 
being annoyed with the situ¬ 
ation. President Obama traps 
himself by threatening a war that 
Congress wouldn’t support, you 
sweep in with a bogus solution 
he has to accept because the 
alternative is impotence ...” 

“How is the solution we have of¬ 
fered not a good one?” 

“Will it lead to Assad giving up his 
chemical weapons?” 

“I have no idea. But the diplo¬ 
matic to-and-fro makes him un¬ 
likely to use them, which is what 
you wanted, no?” 

“Well, the ultimate goal is to re¬ 
move him from power...” 

He banged his hand on my desk. 
“This is how it always is! You can¬ 
not stop with reasonable goal. 
You must have unreasonable 
one. Toppling the Taliban was 
not enough - you had to repeat 
our mistake and occupy Afghan¬ 
istan. Saddam contained was 
not enough - you wanted regime 
change, democracy. Killing ter¬ 
rorists is not enough - you want 
the Muslim world to love you. 
“Well, there’s that exceptional¬ 
ism thing ” 

“Yes, yes, I admit, America really 
is different. Sometimes, deep in 
my cold, black heart, I even feel 
flicker of admiration for that dif¬ 
ference ...” 

“Well, thanks...” 

“But mostly it makes me insane. 

I have been dealing with Ameri¬ 
can government for 13 years, 
and my needs have always 
been simple, straightforward. I 
just want what Russian leaders 
will always want: a sphere of 
influence, a partner to fight ter¬ 
rorism, stability at home, respect 
abroad. But your presidents, Bush 
and Obama - who can tell what 
they want? One minute they ask 
me for help in Afghanistan or of¬ 
fer some sort of ‘reset’ button; 
the next they push NATO to my 
borders and try to topple my only 


Middle Eastern client...” 

“Well, maybe they both started 
out hoping that you were some¬ 
thing other than a thug and end¬ 
ed up disappointed.” 

He stroked the AK-47. “Maybe. 
But you are lucky to have me. 
After the 1990s, you could have 
had a crazy revanchist who tried 
to conquer his neighbors instead 
of just bullying them like me. Or 
another clown like Yeltsin, who 
let everything fall apart. Instead, 
I’ve delivered growth, stability, 
continuity - even our birthrate is 
now higher than yours!” 

“OK,” I returned, “but your conti¬ 
nuity is just corrupt one-party rule, 
and your hold on power is actu¬ 
ally weakening. You’re relying 
more on demagoguery, crack¬ 
ing down on civil society ...” 
“Your Obama would still give his 
eyeteeth for my approval rat¬ 
ings.” 

“Touche. But in the long run, 
you’re a prisoner of your cor¬ 
rupt system. You’ll either hang on 
while it crumbles, or step down 
and end up jailed by your suc¬ 
cessor.” 

“I cannot let you change the 
subject, American columnist. 
Here is a message to transmit 
to your readers: As much fun 
as I had baiting them, part of 
my Op-Ed was sincere. I am not 
America’s enemy. I do not wish 
a new Cold War. I do not wish to 
dominate the Middle East, what¬ 
ever that means. 

“No,” he went on, “all I want is an 
American foreign policy that sees 
the world as it actually is, and an 
American leader who can arm- 
wrestle at my level. Which is what 
you Americans should want as 
well, no?

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What Becomes Of The Great Lost Estates?

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Recently I attended two 
extraordinary dinners in 
New York, one featuring 
the precise, focused red 
Burgundies of Rene Engel 
and the other the exquisite 
Cote-Rdties of Marius Gen- 
taz. 

At their best, these are the 
sorts of wines that amplify 
the sense of wonder at the 
heart of greatness. They 
are reminders that no mat¬ 
ter how rationally we try to 
analyze wines, they show 
their true measure in the 
emotions they evoke. 

Engel and Gentaz are 
great examples of wines 
that express all the distinc¬ 
tive beauty of their terroirs, 
enhanced by the personal 
touch of the winemaker. 
These two small family es¬ 
tates share another impor¬ 
tant characteristic: they no 
longer exist. 

Few passages in fam¬ 
ily businesses are more 
difficult to negotiate than 
the leadership transition 
from one generation to 
the next. Ideally, it occurs 
seamlessly, the parent 
ceding control to the child 
while remaining available 
to offer occasional advice 
and encouragement. But it 
may happen abruptly, af¬ 
ter sudden illness or death. 
It may be fierce, as when 
Oedipal drama interferes 
with judgment. 

Or, as in the case of Engel 
and Gentaz, an estate hits 
a dead end, with no heirs 
to carry on. 

It’s in the nature of things 
that estates come and go. 
Most die off unmourned. 
Their wines were not dis¬ 
tinctive enough, perhaps, 
to be irreplaceable. Yet 
for every great estate like 
Jean-Louis Chave of the 
northern Rhone, said to 
have made wine continu¬ 
ously since 1481, the annals 
are replete with names 
now consigned to history, 
their wines to be savored 
wistfully or sold at auction 
for outlandish prices born 
of increasing scarcity. 

Henri Jayer, the legendary 
Burgundian vigneron, died 
in 2006 after retiring some 
years before. His vine¬ 
yards are now farmed by 


his nephew by marriage, 
Emmanuel Rouget, whose 
wines are well respected 
but not revered. 

Raymond Trollat was for 
years the conscience of 
St.-Joseph, having ad¬ 
hered to traditional, back¬ 
breaking agricultural meth¬ 
ods as others were taking 
easier paths. He retired in 


2005 with no heirs. I read 
recently that a bottle of his 
St.-Joseph had sold at auc¬ 
tion for $600, a ridiculous 
price for what is essentially 
a rustic but soulful village 
wine, though perhaps not 
so ridiculous for the spirit of 
Raymond Trollat, which is ir¬ 
replaceable. 

Noel Verset played a simi¬ 
lar role in Cornas, maintain¬ 
ing the ancient traditions of 
this northern Rhone village 
through many lean years 
until the rest of the world 
learned to appreciate the 
wines. Verset retired and 
sold off his vines, his wines 
surfacing occasionally like 
eloquent voices from the 
past. 

Once, a friend opened a 
bottle of 1979 Barbaresco 
from Giovannini Moresco, 
a long-gone producer. 
What a beautiful legacy, 
pure, pale and elemental. 
It came and went so fast, 
and, sadly. I’ve never seen 


another bottle. 

Alberico Boncompagni 
Ludovisi, the prince of Ve- 
nosa, produced his last 
wonderful bottles of Fio- 
rano, from his estate within 
the city limits of Rome, in 
1995. That year, for reasons 
he did not explain, he tore 
out his vineyard. The prince 
died in 2005, and after 


years of legal wrangling, 
the estate was divided 
among his heirs, who re¬ 
planted the vineyard. One 
day we'll see whether the 
new wines bear any rela¬ 
tion to the old. 

Continuity is easier in some 
regions. 

In Bordeaux, for example, 
where so many chateaus 
are in the hands of corpo¬ 
rations, it's more a matter 
of replacing employees 
and carrying on. But Bor¬ 
deaux is not always so cor¬ 
porate. Jean-Frangois Fil- 
lastre, the proprietor of Do- 
maine du Jaugaret, one of 
my favorite small Bordeaux 
estates, is 70 and has no 
heirs. I wonder what will 
happen to it. 

If life were fair, Rene En¬ 
gel would still be in the 
hands of the Engel fam¬ 
ily. Philippe Engel took 
over the estate in 1981 
from his father, Pierre, who 
died young, and by all 


accounts Philippe trans¬ 
formed a good producer 
into a terrific one. But he, 
too, died young, of a heart 
attack at 49 in 2005. With 
no heirs, it was sold to Fran- 
gois Pinault, the billionaire 
who also owns Chateau 
Latour, and is now called 
Domaine d’Eugenie and is 
still discovering its personal¬ 


ity. 

At the small Engel dinner 
at DBGB on the Bowery, 
we drank six bottles of 
grand cru Burgundy: Clos 
Vougeots from 1999, ‘96, 
‘91 and ‘90, and Grands 
Echezeauxs from ‘99 and 
‘98. As a group, the wines 
were elegant, subtle and 
complex, yet with a touch 
of rusticity that seemed 
to give them individuality. 
The ‘98 Grand Echezeaux 
especially stood out. It 
was beautifully calibrated 
and clear, spicy, floral and 
bursting with energy. The 
‘99 Grand Echezeaux like¬ 
wise showed great finesse, 
while fhe Clos Vougeots 
were richer and plumper, 
lovely but maybe not with 
the same sense of intricate 
detail. 

We toasted the memory of 
Philippe Engel, and fhose 
who had known him told 
stories of fhis adventurous 
man who enjoyed boat¬ 


ing, parties and traveling 
the world. 

By contrast, Marius Gen¬ 
taz never went far from his 
home in Ampuis. In many 
ways, his life had more in 
common with the 19th 
century than the 21st. 

He farmed less than three 
acres on the dizzyingly 
steep slopes of Cote-Rotie, 


and essentially made his 
wines, labeled Gentaz- 
Dervieux, by hand. He be¬ 
gan in wine in 1947 with his 
father-in-law, then worked 
on his own from 1952 until 
1993. When he retired, his 
vines went to his nephew, 
Rene Rostaing, who blends 
them into his excellent 
Cote-Roties. But they are 
not Gentaz-Dervieux. 

At the dinner, put on at Bar 
Boulud by the Rare Wine 
Co., an importer, several 
dozen of us drank 14 vin¬ 
tages from 1993 back to 
1978. To drink any one of 
these bottles could have 
been the zenith of a won¬ 
derful meal; to have 14 was 
overwhelming. And each 
seemed to have a story to 
tell, about a place and a 
man and a time when life 
was lived locally. 
Collectively, these were 
gentle wines, yet with a 
tensile strength that belied 
their graceful structureO
